I beg to forward a copy of report made in the 
occurrence Book dated 4/12/33~- 

*at 12.159.m. 4/12/33 Mr. Schiller, “anager of the 
HWajestic Cafe, Bubbling ‘Well Road, came to the Station and 
reoorted that at about 6.2300.m. 3/12/33, an unknown Russian 
in Soviet Uniform, who claimed tt» be an ‘Air Pilot, went to the 
above Cafe and stated he wanted to arrange a Dinner party for 
14 prominent guests, mentiongng “fajyor Wu and several Consulid. 
Officials as beine among the guests who were to be entertained 
by “"re.B. Bogomoloff, the Soviet Ambassador whom he was allesdda 
to be fixinet the Dinner arrangements fore He requested that the 
fr20da ve the very vest of Russian Food obtainavle and that it 
would ve advisible to have extra guards on the doors in case 
of any anti Soviet interference. The Dinner was all prepared 
for 19-30p.m. out the party failed to adpear, this putting the 
management of the Cafe to a lot of unnecessary expenses and 
labour. ‘'r. Schiller made enquiries at the Soviet Consul on- 
4/12/33 and was informed that they knew of no Dinner party 


being arrangede Description of the Russian ordering the party 


as follows: height 5 feet 10 inches, clean shoven, long face 


and could speak very good English.

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Several shops on Nanking Road and the Soviet 
Consulate-General were made the victims of a practical joker 
or of some insane person the other daye 

It appears that a man described as tall, dark and 
fashionably a@ressed called at a number of shops on Nanking 
Road and placed large orders in the name of the Soviet 
Consulate-General, the orders ranging from furniture to 
a dinner for I8 persons. When the goods were delivered at 
the Consulate-General, they were repudiated. 

But the most unpleasant part of the affair wag fhe 
arrival at the Soviet Consulate-General of eight persons in 
evening dress on Saturday to attend a dinner to which they 
had received invitations. , 


It is said that while waiting in the shops on Wanking 


Road, the man carried out an active propaganda for the 


soviet regime in the English language. 
The man did not appear to have secured any advance of 


money from any person nor has anything been reported missing 
at the places which he had visited. 
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
